Dr. A. J. Carlson Tells 
Scientists Starvation Is 
an Easy Death

Death by starvation would be a painless 

The “it” was explained yesterday by 
Dr. A. J, Cariaon, assistant professor of 
physiology at the University ef Chicago, 
im @ lecture before the Nationa) Academy 
ef Science im the botany building at the 
Institution. He asserted that the pangs 
of hunger ere only imaginary to a great 
extent and that if one can succeed in fool - 
ipg hie stomach inte “ believing" it is 
full, then to al} practical purposes gave 
that of nutrition it is full. 

“If any one could keep his mind eccu- 
pied about other things except his stom- 
ach while he wasetarving,”’ said Dr. Cari- 
son, death by starvation would be about 
as painiess a death as any one could 
hope to have.“ 

Here Are Ways to Foo! Stomach. 

Here are some of the ways he said the 
stomach could be fooled: 

By chewing gum. 

By holding a stick in the mouth. 

By forgetting all about hunger. 

By taking % ink of beer or 
water. 

By hecoming se frightened you 
don’t care anything about meals, 

By swallowing a Small baelicon 
and pulling it up again with «a 
string. 

The latter method is the one used by 
Dr. Carlson in conducting a series of ex- 
periments on himself, his assiatant, and 
@ patient who has been fed through e 
tube inserted in his stomach for twenty- 
eight, years. He used as machine called a 
manometer, with a mall inflated balloon 
attached to a device for measuring the 
effort of the muscular action of the 
stomach en the balloon, He exhibited 
a chart and explained the wavy Little lines 
to his audiencé, 

Without Food Five Days. 

“I went without food for five days, 
and so did my assistant, Mr. Lewis,” Dr. 
| Carlson said, and neither one of us 
suffered te any great extent from hunger, 
because we kept our minds oscupied all 
the time about other things, 

“The pangs of hunger are caused by 
the contractions of the upper part of the 
stomach, and these ocontrastions are 
largely psychic. If you don't think about 
eating or how hungry you are these con- 
tractions are slight, The mind controls 
the muscles almost entirely. These via- 
lent commotions on the chart were caysed 
when I surprised my stomach with gaome 
beer. 

“I found that a few drops of water or 
beer Will cause the hunger sensation in 
the stomach to subside, In the same way 
chewing gum will cause @ temporary 
stoppage of the work ot the hunger 
muscle in the stomach. 

“Appetizers” Found Praudg, 

„ “We learned that bitters, olives, and 
gocktails, long cherighed as eppetigers, 
gre a fraud. The increase in the contrac: 
tions of the stomach after they have been 
received inte it are merely psychic and 
go not add one whit to the appetite. 
one day I told & patient I was going 
to give him a certain kind of food, and 
he understood me to aay @ ‘ pint of con- 
centreted vinegar,’ The prospect so 
frightened him that the action of the 
stomach stopped and it wae fifteen min- 
ytes before he would consent to receive 
any food st all.”

VALUATION GOES UP, 


Taxes in Chicago and Cock county 
reached the highest point in loca] history 
last year. They were approximately 21 
per cent higher than for the previous pe- 
riog. 

Next year the taxpayers will have at 
least a small degree of relief. The rates 
made public by County Clerk Sweitzer 
yesterday show a decrease of nearly 4 per 
ent. This was due chiefly to the reduc- 
tion of the state rate from 70 to 48 cents. 
The ganitary district rate was also de- 
ereased & cents. There were increases 
elsewhere, however. 

The state rate was fixed several days 
ago, when the board of equalization com- 
pleted the valuations for the year.

County officials expressed surprige that 
this year’s rate did not come to a lower 
figure. The city of Chicage, however, re- 
celves 4 cents more than last year, and 
some of the park boards show an Increase 
in rate from 2 to 8 cents,

CO-EDS SHIP WAR GARMENTS 
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LONDON, Dec. S. The allled French, 


Belgian, and British forces have begun 
an offensive movement in West Flan- 
ders. They are now virtually in pos- 
session of the east bank of the Teer canal 
and in northern France, particularly in 
the neighborhood of La Bassee, where 
the Germans hold a strong position, the 
allies are beginning with a heavy can- 
nonade to feel their way eastwgfi. 

The same process is being followed 
along the whole front. The French of- 
ficial communication speaks of the eu- 
periority of our offensive and the 
marked advantage of the French artil- 
lery over that of the Germans. 

The advance, slight as it is in the north- 
west, has ended, for the present at least, 
the German menece of the coast ports. 
It is believed that so long as the Ger- 
mans are compelled to keep up the 
strength of their army in the east they 
will be unable to assume the offensive 
in the west. 


Prepare for Another. Dash. 

There is a report, however, that the 
Germans have kept the pick of their west- 
ern army in the Aisne valley, whence, at 
an opportune moment, they can hurl it 
forward and make another effort to get 
through to Paris. 

Heavy firing was heard along the Bel- 
gian coast today, according to a Reuter 
dispatch from Amsterdam, indicating 
that the warships of the allies again are 
bombarding the German positions. 

The Sluis correspondent of the Handels- 
blad says the Germans delivered vio- 
lent attacks today on trenches recently 


and adde that the allies have made 
marked progress in the neighborhood of 
Langemarck, Zonnebeke, and Bixschoote. 


French Official Report. 
The official communication issued by 
the war office In Paris tonight said: 
“In Belgium the Germans have bom- 
barded Oost Dunkerke, situated about 
two miles and a half to the west of Nieu- 


port. 

„ Between Bethune and Lene we have 
taken possession of the village of Ver- 
melies and the position of the Ruterre, 
to the east of which we are along the 
railway line. 

Our troops have advanced perceptibly 
im the region of Rouvroye, Parvillers, 
and Le Quesnoy en Santerre, department 
of Somme.“ 

German Attack Repulsed. 

Telegraphing from Dunkirk, the Daily 
Chronicle's correspondent says: 

“The Germans early Mondey morning 
made another attack on the Belgian ines 
at Ramecapelile, near Pervyee. They came 
on numerous raf ta which were armed with 
machine guns and towed by three power- 
fut motor boats. 

“As Soon as che Belgian outposts 
opened fire the motor boats flasiied biind- 
ing searchlights on them and opened a 
murderous machine gun fire. The Ger- 
mans reached the shore and were pre- 
paring to land when the Belgians brought 
up a searchlight, enebling the Beigian 
and French artillery, stactoned me dis- 
tance in the rear, to shell the rafts accu- 
rately. 

The weight of the allles heavier artil- 
Mry soon began to tell, and the Germane 
were driven back. Several of their refte 
capsized. Belgian troops advanced moul- 
der deep in the water fighting the Ger- 
mans, many of whom surrendered. The 
others retired.” 


NO U. S. BUILT SUBMARINES 
FOR ANY NATION NOW AT WAR | = 


Schwab Plants Have Deferred to 
Views of the Executive. 


Washington, D. G., Dec. T. resident 
Wilson today expressed the opinion 
through a statement issued by y 
Bryan that the building of submarines for 
any of the belligerents of the present war 
would be contrary to the spirit of the neu- 
trality of the United States. 

The statement contained an announce- 
ment that the Bethlehem Steel corpora- 
tion, of which Charles M. Schwab is pres- 
ident and which owns the Fore River Ship- 
building company, had deferred to the 
views of the president. 

It is understood they will not deliver 
any submarines to the belligerents during 
the present war.

I wish to extend to the women 
of America the deep gratitude of the 
women of Belgium for the work which 
they are doing for my people. 

The food which your country is dally 
providing to our women and children 


comes like @ ray of sunlight in the 
darkest hour of Belgium's history. 
The Belgian women have fought a 
brave fight and are still fighting for 
the common cause of human liberty 
so dear to every American woman's 
heart.

This declaration was made aftér Rep- 
resentative Gardner called on the presi- 
dent at the latter’s request to discuss the 
defense investigation. 

Following Mr. Gardner's call this state- 
ment was given out at the White House: 
The president told Representative 
Gardner that he was opposed to the meth- 
od of inquiry proposed by Mr. Gardner 
because he thought it was an unwise way 
of handling a question which might cre- 
ate unfavorable international impres- 
sions. He stated to Mr. Gardner that he 
was entirely in favor of the fullest in- 
quiry by the committees of congress and 
that there were no facts in the posses- 
pion of the executive departments which 
was not at the disposal of those commit- 


tees.” 


Wants Council of Defense. 

Immediately thereafter, with the ap- 
proval of the president, Senator Chamber- 
lain of Oregon, chairman of the senate 
military affairs committee, introduced a 
bill to create a national council for de- 
fense. Senator Chamberlain took this 
step to offset the effects of the Gardner 
ag tation. 

Notwithstanding the president’s en- 
nouncement, which was made after he 
had conferred with Mr. Gardner, the lat- 
ter announced his intention of pressing 
the fight in the house. Likewise, his fa- 
ther-in-law, Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetta, introduced a resolution in the 
senate calling for an investigation simi- 
lar to that proposed by Mr. Gardner in the 
house. 


Senator Lewis Enters Fray. 

Senator Lewis of Illinols entered the 
discussion when he proposed an amend- 
ment to the Lodge resolution, directing 
that the investigation be made by the 
proper congressional committees and not 
by a special committee. 

Senator Lodge prevented consideration 
of this amendment, so Senator Lewis 
introduced a resolution directing the sen- 
ate committee on military and naval at- 
fairs to investigate the expenditure of 
appropriations during the period cov- 
ered by the McKinley, Roosevelt, and 


Taft administrations, as well as the por- 


tion of the Wilson administration which 
has elapsed. | 
Public Kept in Dark. 

As an indication of the secrecy with 
which investigations of this kind are han- 
died in the war and navy departments, 
the meetings of the house naval affairs 
committee afford a good example.

FRENCH LOSE 100,000 DEAD; 
TOTAL CASUA LTIES 590,000. 


Corredptnitet * Betimates Cost of 
War to This One WNation—Ger- 
mans Also Suffer Badly 


PARIS, Nov. 26.—[Correspondence.}— 
The French war office does not issue lists 
of losses in the war. A correspondent by 
inquiry in various quarters estimates that 
the French loss in dead up to Nov. 10 is 
something under 100,000 men: The num- 
ber of wounded and sick soldiers being 
cared for in French hospitals on Nov. 19 
appears to have been about 400,000. 

The Swiss government's bureau for the 

exchange of prisoners of war has the 
names of 90,000 French prisoners in Ger- 
many. Taking these figures together, the 
total losses of the French army would be 
about 500,000 men. 
The French military authorities, 
through their agents and spies, are well 
informed regarding the situation of the 
German army. The French estimate the 
number of Germans killed in battle on this 
frontier as considerably exceeding 100,000 
because the German tactics have been 
more continually on the offensive, with 
correspondingly heavier losses than the 
defenstve. 


British Lose 3,219 Officers. 
LONDON, Dec. 7.—To date Great Britain 
has lost in the war 887 officers kilied, 1.777 
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the year, adding some $1,600,000 to his 
sales accounts for 1014.

Joseph Fish, a milifonaire public fire 
insurance adjuster, will be placed on 
trial in Judge John M. O’Connor’s court. 
He is charged with burning a bullding in 
order to obtain the insurance. His wife, 
conspicuous in social Circles, is known 
the city over for her many philanthroptes. 

On the proof of Fish’s guilt will depend 
gubstantiation of the @ctusation of the 
state's attorney that he is one of the over- 
lords of the “‘ arson trust“ which has been 
termed the biggest criminal conepiracy 
in the United States. For twenty years 
the are/n ring annually has defrauded 
insurance companies out’ of millions of 
dollars in Chicago alone. 

Twelye days were spent in the selecting 
of the twelve jurors who are to hear the 
Fish case. The twelfth man was chosen 
last night after 106 veniremen had been 
questioned as to their fitness to hear the 
case. None wis accepted Who had in- 
curred the logs of ahy property by fire, or 
who was prejudiced against ifeinsurance 
companies, or familiar with ‘their busi- 
ness methods.

The case against Mr. Fish, who is the 
largest insurance adjuster in, the coun- 
try, settling claims of millions of dollars 
every year, is a trumped up ‘ frameup.’ 

The two main witnesses for the state.

Later the merchants would call upon him 
to settle their claims, and thus a susp!- 
clon was attached to him. We will prove 
that he has had absolutely no connection 
with any ‘ argon trust and that the testi- 
mony of the Korshaks cannot be sub- 
stantlated. The Korshaks have received 
$10,000 from the insurance companies in- 
terested to testify against my chent.“ 

The trial of Fish brings to a el max the 

prosecution of the arson ring begun two 
years ago by State Attirney Maclay 
Hoyne. 
Scores of friends and acquaintances of 
Mrs, Fish are planning to attend the ses- 
ons of the. court. The conviction of 
Fish will influence the policy of the 
State’s attorney in bringing to trial the 
other defendants, against whom almost 
& hundred indictments are pending. This 
case. it is predicted, will be the hardest 
fought of all the arson cases. 

The prosecution will de directed by As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Frank Johneton 
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victions in the arson cases and has di- 
rected the work of gathering the evidence 
in hundreds of cases.. 


Rose from Grocery Clerk. 

Joeeph F.sh rose from a grocery clerk 
to a fire insurance adjuster, and is now 
said to be worth more than $1,000,000. 
Hie father was a peddler and a grocery 
keeper from Germany. Joseph was born 
in 1856 on Monroe street. At the age of 
2? he had become cashier for Alexander 
Fish & Co., a grocery firm on Madison 
street. Later he was promoted to the 
poaitions of superintendent and manager 
and was taken into the Grm. In a few 
yeare he became a member of the cloak 
house of Rosenthal & Fish on Madison 
street, and three years later Fish de- 
came the sole owner of the company. 
which had changed its name: 

In the ‘80s be became present of a 
dry goods firm, aud ten feats Mter the 
president of another. He withdrew: in 
1898 and became an insurance adjuster. 
He now lives with his wife and two 
adopted girls at 1811 Prairie avenue. 


Fish Indicted in 1899, 

Mr. Fish had been in the ne .asurance 
field for only a year when he was indicted 
in connection with a fre in the store of the 
Freeman Fur company in 1898. Together 
with Samvel Freeman and Henry Senf he 
never was brought to trial, the indiét- 
ment being faulty. — 

His indictment in connection with the 
huge “‘ arson trust scandal followed the 
indictment of a large number of leas Im- 
portant figures in the prosecution. insti- 
tuted early in 1913 by State's Attorney 
Hoyne. 

It has been estimated arson costs the 
United States 250,000,000 every year. 
Millions of this loss was paid in Chicago. 
where the arson ring had its headquar- 
ters. Two-thirds of the fires have been 
said to be actively or passively criminal 
Especially large have been the number 
of incendiary fires during business de- 
pression. Property is fired because of 
wunealable goods or useless machinery. 
Sometimes the building is stored with 
cheap mercharidise, after a large insur- 
ance e taken out on valuable property 
which is secretly disposed of before the 
fire is set. 


Insurance Companies’ Statement. 
A report on the Werk ot ine aten 
trust made for several insurance com- 
panies made public last night said: 

“ The units of the arson ring are ae fol- 
lows: The dishonest public adjuster, who 
represents the insured in the adjustment 
of dishonest losses; his solicitor; The 
owner of the property; the ‘ torch,’ who 
is hired for a emall sum to make the fire: 
brokers who are paid a fee for con- 
niving in over-ineuring the property; ac- 
countants Who falsify the books of th: 
insured in order to bear ont the asszer- 
tion that the poperty is worth more than 
it really is. 

“Then there are employée of the in- 
surance patrol, who garble the reports 
of fires; corruptible members of the fire 
department and police and attaches of 
the state’s attorney's office, and finally 
crooked company adjusters, who are 
indispensable to carrying out the con- 
spiracy. It will be understood that only 
a Limited number of adjusters and pub- 


lic officials are members of the rina. 


Workings of Arson System. 
The system in which the illicit business 
is accompl.shed.is usually ase follows: 
The public adjuster learne that a mer- 
chant is hard pressed in a business way. 
His solicitor suggests to this merchant 
that he can triple or quadruple the

Secret Gasoline Store. 

Gasoline is secreily stored in the bulld- 
ing; the owner leaves the “ torch" in 
possession; the latter arranges the goods 
and sprinkles the gasollne so it wl’ 
easily caich fire, sets the torch, and flees 
the scene. Each “torch” has hie ow 
professional ways of setting fires, some 
using explosive powders, others gasoline 
stored in special containers, such as paper 
sacks. 

The investigation begun two years ago 
by State's Attorney Hoyne is the first of

On June 29 of 
last year they were found guilty of burn- 
ing the Covitz warehouse on Nov, 8 of 
the preceding year. Clarke was also 
charged with attempting to bribe Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Edwin J. Raber with 
$260 in order to prevent the 'ndictment of 
the Covits brothers. It was in this case 
that the state sprung its star witness, 
John Danies, a confessed “ torch.” who 
admitted starting the fire, 

A month later. following further in- 
vestigation by Assistant State's Attor- 
neys Frank Johnston Jr. and Everett 
Jennings. who have conducted the prose- 
cution, the name of Joseph Fish was 
brought into the arson cases.

Shows Need of Budget. 

Seldom has the financial condition of the 
Bovetnment presented 4 more insistent 
call for the eradication of pork barrel" 
and other wasteful appropriations. Never 
before has the crying need of a budget 
System of scientific appropriation been so 
graphically depicted. 

Yet in spite of a superficial appearance 
ef retrenchment in various branches of 
the service, the proposed appropriations 
for 1916 are tainted with “pork.” For 
example, the administration proposes the 
expenditure of $58,000,000 for river and 
harbor “ improvement,” compared with 
$27,000,000. this year. According to many 
members of congress a large part of thie 
proposed outlay of $53,000,000 is pork 
pute and simple. 


Some Decrease in Estimates. 

In these estimates the various depart- 
ments ask congrese to appropriate for the 
1916 fiscal year a total of $1,000,775,134, 
which is $3,803,962 less than congress ap- 
propriated for the current fiecal year and 
$17,906,648 less than the departments 
weked a year ago. From this $1,000,775,- 
184 Secretary McAdoo deducts the reim- 
bursable postal service appropriation of 
527,388, 164, leaving a total outlay of 
793,419,070. 

President Wilson must inform congress 
where the revenue to meet these disburse- 
mente ts to be obtained. The estimated 
revenue for thie year will not exceed 
738.000, 000, and it is presumed that on 
account of the war the revenue for 1916 
’ Svill be even less.

IMPROVING NAVIGATION VS. 

STEALING PUBLIC MONEY. 
| Throughout the United States navigation im- 
provements are in danger of being prevented by 
their undisciplined advocates just as they were 
prevented in Illinois. 

No informed person doubts that the reasonable 
waterway program of the etate administration 
would have been put into effect before now but 
for the intemperate demands of an active clique 
who disgusted the people of the state with the 
entire waterway propaganda. 

At one time the Lakes to the Gulf Deep Water- 
way association was an influential body. It in- 
cluded in ite membership a large number of highly 
disinterested men, but it fell under the control of 
the fanatics, the “pork” hunters, the salaried 
secretaries, and disappeared into oblivion. 

The National Rivers and Harbors Congress is in 
serious danger of traveling the same road. 

An organization formed for the purpose of foster- 
ing healthy public sentiment and legitimate finan- 
cial support for water navigation will find a ready 
response throughout the nation. But an organiza- 
tion conducted for the purpose of lending non- 
partisan and nonpolitical support to “ pork barrel 
schemes in which water transportation has the 
least part, and in which a raid upon the national 
treasury is the leading motive, will soon atrophy. 

The National Rivers and Harbors Congress, which 
meets in Washington tomorrow, will meet a hard 
test. Its president is an out-and-out “ porker.” Its 
salaried secretary is a hired demagogue, who has 
attempted to deceive the members of the congress to 
their own and the nation’s injury. 

The pork representatives in the United States, 
in congress, and before the rivers and harbors con- 
gress, have two planks in their platform. 

Plank No. 1 is affirmative. There shall be dis- 
honest river and harbor appropriations. 

Piank No. 2 is negative. There shall be no 
honest appropriation without dishonest appropria- 
tion. 

It has two battle cries. 

In support of dishonest appropriation it attacks 
all critics as opposed to waterway improvements. 

If defeated in its attempts to rob the treasury it 
attacks all legitimate improvements as extrava- 
gances.

PERVERTED AND MISAPPLIED 


“HOME RULE.” 

We should be thankful that the West Chicago 
‘ perk commission has not more power than it has. 
Its notions of home rule and autonomy are medieval 
and preposterous. Doubtless it would—if it only 
‘ould—post notices all around the west side parks 
that no resident of any other section of the city is 
wanted or desired within its august jurisdiction. 

It has adopted a rule recently whereby positions 
in its service—not excepting those filled by merit 
examinations and appointment under the civil serv- 
ice laws—are restricted to loyal residents of its par- 
ticular park district. The parks of a section of the 
city, they reason, are for the people and taxpayers of 
that section, and there are enough good men in each 
section to select employés from. Why, then, give 
“ strangers” opportunities needed “in the home 
market” ? 

No other park board or governing body has 
dreamed of such a rule ag this. It is protection and 
home rule carried to absurd extremes. It would 
divide Chicago into several cities, and it might tax 
the residents of one section for the privilege of sell- 
ing goods or placing contracts in any other section. 
The rule is too silly and vicious to be eriticised at 
length. It is violative of the spirit of the merit 
eystem, which seeks competent men everywhere. It 
is contrary to every modern idea of municipal life 
and government. If we don’t hurry up and con- 
solidate Chicago and get rid of our numerous taxing 
and governing bodies we may find some bleak, 
gloomy morning that Chicago has become a memory. 


NOT ENCOURAGING, 
The statement given out at the White House after 
Representative Gardner’s call in the interest of his 


Its face. It is not fair in the light of the facts. 

Representative Gardner’s resolution called for the 
ereation of a national security commission to make 
full investigation by subcommittee or otherwise into 
the question of the preparedness of the United States 
for war, defensive or offensive, and to report its 
findings and recommendations to congress. 

The president objects to this method of inquiry ” 
because “it might create very unfavorable inter- 
national impressions.” 

If the president means by this that a thorough- 
going disclosure of our unpréparedness would en- 
lighten other governments he has an inadequate ap- 
preciation of the efficiency of international espionage. 

‘What is highly desirable is that the American peo- 
ple shall know as much about the national defenses 
as foreign governments. 

We do not take the president's thought to be this, 
however, and we are not impressed by his statement 
that he favors the fullest inquiry by the committees 
of congress. The defeat of such inquiry is obvious. 
These committees in effect would be investigating 
themselves, for it is they who determine what the 
army and navy shall have, not the executive de- 
partments. 

The White House statement, therefore, is dis- 
couraging evidence of a disposition in our chief 
executive to avoid the issue raised by Representative 
Gardner without accepting the responsibility for 
blocking an inquiry. The inquiry he favors would 
be worse than none. 


ITALY’S ANSWER. 

Former Premier Giolitti’s address to the Italian 
parliament will not increase the cordiality of the 
relations of Germany and Italy. He not only found 
moral and technical justification for Italy’s neu- 
trality by insisting that no enemy attacked any na- 
tion of the triple alliance but to that contradiction 
of Germanys assertions added a description of Aus- 
trian aggression against Servia which justified 
Russia. 

A year before the war began, he said, Austria 
informed Italy and Germany that it was the in- 
tention to act against Servia and that the co- 
operation of Italy and Germany in accordance with 
the terms of the triple alliance was desired. 

Giolitti, then premier, replied that the alliance 
wos defensive, and that if Austria-Hungary at- 
tacked Servia Italy would not connect herself with 
the eriterprise. The premier instructed the minister 
of foreign affairs to “ declare this to Austria in the 
most formal manner, hoping that Germany will act 
to dissuade Austria from a very dangerous ad- 

enture.” 


navigation improvements of Europe. 

In Purope great improvements have been ob- 
tained for water transportation at a minimum of 
cost. Taxes upon the transportation companies 
benefited defray the greater part of the expenses. 

The river and harbor policy of the United States 
has been to obtain a minimum of benefit to navi- 
gation at a maximum of public expense. Where 
navigation has been benefited the navigation com- 
panies have been given the benefit free. They have 
become the beneficiaries of special privilege and dis- 
crimination. They take an active part in legislation 
and politics. 

There are two main questions before the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress. First, will it be used 
as an instrument to pass the infamous “ pork bar 
rel” bill rejected at the last session of congress? 

Second, can it organize itself into a body con- 
ducted for the benefit of navigation instead of being 
a body conducted to obtain federal appropriations? 

Its unorganized members may expect a hard 
drive from the gang who believe that the present 
congress offers the last chance for large stealing 
and who are willing to sacrifice all future claims 
on public sympathy in waterway improvements for 
this one great prize. 

A great part of the sincere workers for improved 
navigation are entirely taken in by the suave man- 
ners of the spoilsmen. They are in danger of 
being led to their own undoing. 

If they participate in the deliberations of the 
rivers and harbors congress let them bear in mind 
that a large element of the nation is already dis- 
gusted with anything going under the name of “river 
and harbor improvement.” 

There is another large element which is thor- 


gress, especially this congress. 

A little more greed, a little more “pork,” and 
the nation will turn away from navigation improve- 
ment for a generation to come. 

The sincere and systematic workers for naviga- 
tion improvement must discover that the way to 
obtain the results they are seeking is by a rigid 
elimination of “ pork” in appropriation bills. This 
should be done through the medium of the existing 
organizations if possible. But if the existing or- 
ganizations remain in control of the treasury rald- 
ers, the sooner they are destroyed the sooner 
honest river and harbor improvements will come,

COMPOSITION OF MEALS. 

E have had a good many inquiries 

lately about a low protein diet, 

W and all these inquiries have 

come from women. The claim 

ig made that the average girl 

and working woman do not have enough 

protein in their diet and that men have 

too much. The girls and women are ac- 

cused of eating too much starchy food 

and sugar; the men, of eating too much 
meat. . 

The old time and much ridiculed lunch- 

eon of a working woman consisted of a 

cup of coffee or tea, doughnuts and pie,

or perhaps salad and ice cream. How- 


ever, thanks to the reasonable prices of 
the cafeteria, the average bu2iness girl 
or women eats a more sensible lunch now. 
The average man, especially the profes- 
sional man, lunches irregularly, one day 
at 12 o'clock and the next at 2:80 or later. 
If he eats early, hie lunch may be prop- 
erly selected, unless he is in a great 
hurry. If he eats late, the chances are 
that he is not hungry and bolts a piece of 
ple and a cup of coffee or eats a heavy 
meal of meat, potatoes, etc., and thens 
heavy dinner at 6 o'clock, and wonders 
what is the matter with his stomach. 


— 
Lean meat has a larger proportion of 
protein than fat meat. Lean pork has 
lese protein than lean beef or mutton. 
Fresh vegetables and fruits contain al- 
most no protein. Nuts of all kinds have 
a small percentage of protein. Choco- 
late contains about 12 per cent protein 
and 48 per cent fat. Butter is nearly 
pure fat, and some kinds of cheese con- 
tain 25 to 40 per cent of fat, such as Amer- 
jean and Neufchatel. Chicken is low in 
protein, and goose considerably lower. 
Some fish, such as salmon and trout, have 
a larger percentage of fat than protein. 
Meals should be so balanced as to con- 
tain the proper proportion of fat, protein, 
and carbohydrates. A breakfast consist- 
ing of some form of fruit, dried or fresh, 
a cereal, eggs or some portion of meat 
or hash, bread, coffee or cocoa; a lunch- 
eon consisting of soup, meat or a cheese 
dish, potatoes or bread, dessert and bev- 
erage, and a dinner consisting of meat, 
potatoes and some other vegetable, salad. 
dessert and beverage, give a balanced 
diet for a day for the average healthy 
person.

One shoul be careful to eliminate from 
the diet articles of food which disagree 
with him. If he has an idiosyncrasy 
against certain foods, he should not eat 
them. 
He should also be careful to avoid foods 
that he cannot digest. To some people 
the disagreeing of food and inability te

I have heard this claim in reply to the 
assertion that women do not wish chil- 
dren. Ie there a genera] belief that the 
fault is not generally theirs? 

REPLY. 

Gonorrheal infection is responsible for s 
large part of the sterility both in women and 
men. It is often the cause of pus tubes and 
pelvic abcess, the reasons for many pelvic 
operations. Syphilis, while it does not so 
often prevent conception, causes the children 
to dle before birth, or very soon thereafter.

H. S. writes: I am a young man of 21, 
6 feet 4 inches in height, and weigh 184 
pounds.

COFFEE BEGETS REACTION. 


Coffee Lover writes: WIl you tell us: 
First, Whether, and if eo how, coffee af- 
fects the heart injuriously? Second, 
Whether an enlarged heart (due to Sol- 
ter) is expecially Hable to injury from 
coffee drinking? Third, Whether under 
favorable circumstances an enlarged 
heart regains its normal size? 


REPLY. 

1. The active principle of coffee is a strong 
heart stimulant. The prolonged use of a stim- 
ulant, be it a spur or whip on a horse or coffee 
on a man, begets reaction, 

2. Coffee is a drug. It is especialty potent as 
a heart remedy. In goiter the heart is nervous. 
Therefore, the indiscrimfnate use of a heart 
remedy is contra indieated. I should say that 
in goiter with heart symptoms coffee should 
only be taken on a physfcian’s prescription. 

8. I do not think you are specially interested 
in the size of your heart. What you want to 
know is: Does the pounding ever abate’? The 
answer is, yes. In many cases of goiter the 
heart quiets down, beats calmly, slowly, and 
normally.

death at Brussels has excited no 

regret. Least of all is it mourned 

by the Belgian aristocracy, to 

which he belonged, and all the 
members of which have been terribly 
imbittered by the conduct of his elder 
brother, Duke Engelbert, the head of the 
house, in siding with the Germans in the 
pregent war, although he was born and 
married at Brussels, where his children 
have likewise come into the world, and 
where he has hitherto spent a portion of 
the year, as also at his Belgian chateau 
of Heverle. 

Heverle is close to Louvain, and the 
duke was there when Louvain was de- 
stroyed. All the other chäteaux, castles, 
and country seats in the district were 
burned to the ground by the Germans. 

His alone was not only spared but even 
guarded by German troops, and it is 
known that had he spoken a word, so 
great is his influence with the kaiser, that 
the houses of his neighbors would have 
been spared, and even Louvain would in 
all likelihood have escaped. 

He had received a timely warning as 
far Back ae last spring of the imminence 
of war and of the impending invasion of 
Belgium, and, keeping the secret to him- 
self, had taken advantage thereof to 
remove his principal treasures to Berlin 
and to his Westphalian castle of Nord- 
Kirchen. 


E PROSPER of Arenberg’? 


—— 

If Duke Prosper is unmourned it is 
because he has always been the black 
sheep of his family, and, to the best of 
my knowledge, the only member of a 
mediatized or formerly sovereign house 
who has ever been convicted of murder. 

It is difficult to conceive of anything 
more shocking than the crime which 
Duke Prosper had to his record. Always 
a species of ne’er-do-well, he had, on 
acoount of the numerous scrapes in which 
he had become involved, been deprived 
of his commission in a crack cavalry 
regiment of the Prussian guard at Pots- 
dam and appointed to the armed forces 
in German Southwest Africa. 

Soon after his arrival there he was 
placed in command of a remote district 
and proceded straightway to fall in love 
with the comely half-caste wife of a halt - 
caste petty official of the name of Cain, 

On the woman resisting his advances 
he maltreated her, and when the husband 
sought to interfere he arrested him on 
the charge of having attempted his life, 

After having tortured the unfortunate 
man in a manner that will not bear de- 
scription he shot him in the head, and as 
after a couple of minutes Cain still 
showed signs of life, the duke seized the 
ramrod from the gun of one of the sol- 
diere and thrust it through the wound 
into the dying man's head in order to. 
hasten the end. 


— 

Brought home to Germany for trial, the 
duke was condemned by one court mar- 
tial to death; by another, to fifteen years 
of penal servitude; by a third, to twenty 
years’ imprisonment, while afourth court 
martial pronounced him frresponsible 
and caused his committal as crazy to a 
government asylum for the insane. 

There he was treated with so much 
honor and distinction by the officials as 
to excite a storm of protest in the reich- 
stag and in the columns of the press. 
After two or three years of detention 
he was discharged as cured. The kaiser, 
however, insisted on his leaving Germany 
forever. 

The duke went out to Argentina, where 
a ranch was purchased for him. But he 
soon tired of the life there and returned 
to Burope, where, finding Germany 
barred to him, he took up his residence 
in the land of his birth, Belgtum, at 
Brussels.

The Arenbergs, on the other hand, are 
from birth not merely princes and prin 
cesses but Dukes and Duchesses of Aren- 
berg, this being, so far as I am aware, 
the only mediatized house in which all 
the members have a ducal title from their 
cradle, 

This ducal title dates from the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century, when it 
was conferred upon the Arenbergs by the 
ruler of the Holy Roman empire.

Among their titles is that of Comte do 
La Marck, and their ancestors include 
that Robert de La Marck, whose name ts 
familiar to all the readers of the novels 
of Sir Walter Scott. 

At the close of the eighteenth century 
one of the sons of the then Duke of Aren- 
berg, a Comte de La Marck, was the 
friend of Mirabeau. 

Another ancestor of the Dukes and 
Princes of Arenberg was that famous 
Flemish patriot, Count Egmont, whose 
tragic fate has furnished the theme of 
one of Goethe's most stirring dramas and 
resulted in the insurrection which culmi- 
nated in the emancipation of the Nether- 
lands from Spanish thralldom. 

Eg mont occupied the actual palace stil! 
owned by the Arenbergs at Brussels, and 
the trees in the garden still exist, under 
the shade of which the historic interview 
between the count and the Prince of 
Orange took place, that interview in 
which Egmont, in spite of all the prince’s 
entreaties to join in his flight, expressed 
his resolve to remain, hoping thereby to 
prevent the confiscation of his palace and 
hts art treasures. 

“ Adieu! Prince sans terre!“ was the 
count’s farewell to the Prince of Orange, 
alluding to the loss of his territorial pos- 
Seasons through his flight. 

“ Adieul Comte sans téte!” (count 
without a head) was the ominous re- 
joinder of the prince. 

His prediction was fulfilled. The count 
lost his head a few weeks later on the 
square in front of his palace as the most 
illustrious of all the victims of the cruel 
Spanish Duke of Alva.

The Arenbergs, among other pdsses- 
sions, own the mineral rights of the whole 
of the big Prussian province of West- 
phalia, the greatest mining district in 
Germany. 4 

These mineral rights have been owned 
by the Arenbergs ever since the reign of 
Emperor Charlemagne and were further 
confirmed by .the so-called golden bull of 
Emperor Charles IV. in 1358 

By its terme no one has been allowed 
to open up any mining operations in 
Weatphalia without obtaining permiasion | 
of the chief of the ducal and princely 
house of Arenberg for the time being, per- 
mission only being granted in return for 
a royalty of 1 per cent on the selling 
price of the mining product. That ie te 
say, if the owner of an estate in Weat- 
phalla discovers that there is coal or iron | 
beneath the surface of his land, he cannot 
mine or develop these sources of wealth 
without permiasion of the Duke of Aren- 
berg and paying him 4 royalty.

DIVORCE LAWS. 

Chicago, Dec. 3—{To the Legal Friend 
of the People.}—Kindly inform me con- 
cerning the Illinois and Michigan laws 
relative to remarriage within a year after 
the granting of a divorce for desertion. 

A SUBSCRIBER. 

Under the law of Illinois persons divorced 
In this state are prohibited from remarrying 
within one year after the date of the divorces, 
and any marriage contracted by them in Ul- 
nois or in some other state for the purpose of 
evading the prohibition of the Llinois statute 
ie illegal and void. However, such a marriage 
may well be legal im the state in which it is 
contracted. 

A similar situation exists mn regard to Mich- 
igan law, except that the prohibition against 
marriage after divorce depends upon the pro- 
vision in the diverce decree. There may de no 
prohibition at all, or there may be a prohibi- 
tion for any time not exceeding two years.

“The blue pencil.“ Dr. Norton said, 
“ stands for that prerogative ofthe editor 
by which the style and contents of news- 
paper writing are determined. 

“The one sin of the newspaper which 
has no fort weness in this world or the 
world te come is duliness. If there is no 
interest in a story it is blue penciled, no 
matter how important it may appear to a 
limited circle of people. 

“The newspaper blue pencils the ob- 
ecene, the indecent, and the offensive. It 
also blue pencils slang except in rare 
cases where the occasion is one of jollifi- 
cation or in the sporting department 
where slang has almost risen to the dig- 
nity of the classic.

„ Witticisms at the expense of nationali- 
tles are blue penciled Among the most 
backward nationalities there are always, 
to be found educated persons who feel 
keenly any insult to the people of their 
own blood. In this respect the newspaper 
sets a good example to pereone of intem- 
perate zeal either in the pulpit or on the 
platform.
